Lord’s Supper to Be 
Observed; Great 
Crowd Expected 


In the midst of the Paris revival, 
Pastor John R. Rice will return 
Sunday morning for the Sunday 
School and for the morning sermon. 
The Lord’s Supper will be observed 
and the pastor will preach on “Cru- 
cified Christians.” 

Paul said, “I am crucified with 
Christ.” The words of Jesus are 
given us in Luke 9:22-26 as fol- 
lows: 

“The Son of man must suffer 
many things, and be rejected of 
the elders and chief priests and 
scribes, and be slain, and be 
raised on the third day. 23. And 
he said to them all, If any man 
will come after me, let him de- 
ny himself, and take up his cross 
daily, and follow me. 24. For 
whosoever will save his life shall 
lose it: but whosoever will lose 
his life for my sake, the same 
shall save it. 25. For what is a 
man advantayed, if he gain the 
whole world, and lose himself, or 
be cast away? 26. For whosoever 
shall be ashamed of me and of my 
words, of him shdll the Son of 
man be ashamed, when he shall 
come in his own glory, and in his 
Father’s, and of the holy angels.” 
We have too many so-called 

Christians who know nothing about 
a crucifixion of self. One woman is 
sick or has trouble and vows nev- 
er to come back to the church 
again because the pastor does not 
come to see her. Perhaps the pas- 
tor did not even know that she was 
sick, or crushing duties may have 
made it impossible for him to come. 
But she is thinking of: self, self 
that has not been crucified. 

Another declares that people at 
the church seem so cold. They have 
not found new friends they expect- 
ed since they -have attended. They 
little think that others are just as 
hungry-hearted as they and that 
they owe it just as much to be 
friendly, to seek out others, to be 
a blessing as others owe that they 
should be petted and befriended. 
What they need is to be crucified 
with Christ. ° 

Some man is offended because of 
what somebody said. Or the pastor 
preached something that infringed 
upon a pet sin or hobby. So this 
man stays aloof, misses a blessing. 
He needs to crucify his flesh and 
the lusts thereof. 

One Christian is married to his 
lodge, another to his labor union, 
another to the American Legion, 
another to his business, another to 
his amusement. They put these be- 
fore Christ, before soul winning. 
Self has never been mortified, cru- 
cified and slain. They have never 
yet followed Jesus Christ through 
the Garden of Gethsemane, then 
through Pilate’s judgment hall to 
bear the lashes, the spitting, and 
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Crucified Christians —

the crown of thorns. They have 
never followed the weary road to 
Calvary, the “Via Dolorosa,” the 
way of sorrows, to the cross where 
self is condemned, scorned, hated, 
and slain. Sunday morning the pas- 
tor will try again himself to take 
up that way commanded in the 
Bible and will try to lead his peo- 
ple to a new experience of what 
Jesus plainly commanded. 

Many a man could be useful, 
could win sinners, could teach the 
Bible, but he is married to tobac- 
co or to some other foul and dirty 
habit that dishonors God, grieves 
the Holy Spirit and makes his ex- 
ample a curse to boys and girls 
instead of a blessing! Instead of 
being offended by plain Bible 
preaching he should crucify the 
flesh with the affections and lusts 
thereof as commanded in the Word 
of God (Gal. 5:24). 

Some woman rebels at the plan 
of God about her home. All her hu- 
man pride resents God’s Word 
about bobbed hair. Style, custom, 
the taunts of the ungodly and the 
worldly all tempt her to follow af- 
ter the world instead of after 
Christ. She needs to crucify self 
and thus become dead to the worlc 
with its foolish shams, it petty 
vanities that bring no peace to the 
soul. And she will find a beauty, 
a happiness she never knew. Los- 
ing her life, she will find it! 

Crucified Christians! They will 
not be hungry for the picture show 
but will be hungry to win souls. 
Crucified Christians! They will for- 
get their grudges and love will 
grow up where hate was. Crucified 
Christians! They can have a hap- 
py home. As a woman testified last 
Sunday in the service, “I thank 
God for a happy Christian home. 
I know that anybody can have a 
happy home if they have family 
worship and put God first for we 
have tried it.” 


UNSAVED MAN, "WHAT 


SHALL IT PROFIT?" 

Sinner, if you gain the whole 
world and lose your soul what will 
it profit you? What you need is to 
look ta, a crucified Saviour and 
trust Him with all your heart. The 
sermon Sunday morning will be an 
evangelistic message which we be- 
lieve God will use to the salvation 
of sinners. The pastor cannot be 
present Sunday night but must be 
in Paris, Texas, where I will speak 
to a great crowd, God willing, in 
the tent revival. Sunday morning 
we must rally all the people.

OBSERVE THE LORD'S SUPPER--- 


A TIME OF HEART SEARCHING 

In our church the observance of 
the Lord’s Supper has always been 
marked by the deepest tides of 
Spiritual power. Almost invariably 
we have a great many tears and 
the Lord Jesus puts- His blessing 
upon this solemn remembrance of 
His death for our sins: We trust 
that as far as possible the entire 
membership will be present and 
will examine themselves being pre- 
pared in~heart, if possible, to re- 
member worthily the death of our 
Saviour as you partake of the bread 
and grapejuice which pictures His 
broken body and shed blood. When 
we preach on “Crucified Chris- 
tians” let us remember a crucified 
Christ and resolve, God helping us, 
to follow Jesus even to the cross, 
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New Testament Cases — 
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him saw it, he spake within himself, saying, This man, 
if he were a prophet, would have known who and what 
manner of woman this is that toucheth him: for she 
is a sinner. 40. And Jesus answering said unto him, 
Simon, I have somewhat to say unto thee. And he 
saith, Master, say on. 

“41. There was a certain creditor which had two 
debtors: the one owed five hundred pence, and the oth- 
er fifty. 42. And when they had nothing to pay, he 
frankly forgave them both. Tell me therefore, which of 
them will love him most? 

“43. Simon answered and said, I suppose that he, 
to whom he forgave most. And he said unto him, Thou 
hast rightly judged. 

“4h. And he turned to the woman, and said unto 
Simon, Seest thou this woman? I entered into thine 
house, thou gavest me no water for my feet: but she 
hath washed my feet with tears, and wiped them with 
the hairs of her head. 45. Thou gavest me no kiss: but 
this woman since the time I came in hath not ceased 
to kiss my feet. 46. My head with oil thou didst not 
anoint: but this woman hath anointed my feet with 
ointment. 47. Wherefore I say unto thee, Her sins, 
which are many, ARE FORGIVEN; for she loved 
much: but to whom little is forgiven, the same loveth 
little. 48. And he said unto her, THY SINS ARE FOR- 
GIVEN. 

“49. And they that sat at meat with hi:n began.to 
say within themselves, Who is this that forgiveth sins 
also? 50. And he said to the woman, THY FAITH 
HATH SAVED THEE; GO IN PEACE.” (Luke 7: 
36 - 50). 


Now notice the facts in this remarkable story. Jesus 
lay on a couch, as the oriental custom was, eating at Si- 
mon’s table. This sinner woman came up behind Him, wept 
over His feet, dried away the tears with her hair, and then 
anointed them with sweet perfume. Her character was so 
well known that she was branded everywhere as “a sinner.” 
She was so notorious that the Pharisee thought if Jesus 
knew about her He would not allow her even to touch His 
feet! But that woman in her heart trusted Jesus and loved 
Him and Jesus turned and said to her, “Thy sins ARE 
forgiven,” and “Thy faith HATH SAVED thee.” Jesus still 
lay on the same couch, the woman still stood at His feet, 
and standing there, her faith saved her. To this woman, 
then, baptism. was not essential to salvation nor was any 
other kind of good deeds. She was saved, exactly like Abra- 
ham, and like every other sinner who was ever saved. 


ZACCHAEUS; "THIS DAY IS SALVATION COME 
TO THIS HOUSE” 


Luke gives also the happy example of Zacchaeus, tell- 
ing us how he was saved instantly by faith, and without 
baptism. The account is given in Luke 19:1-10 as follows: 

“And Jesus entered and passed through Jericho. 
2. And, behold, there was a man named Zacchaeus, 
which was the chief among the publicans, and he was 
rich. 3. And he sought to see Jesus who he was; and 
could not for the press, because he was little of stature. 
4. And he:ran before, and climbed up into a sycamore 
tree to see him: for he was to pass that way. 5. And 
when Jesus came to the place, he looked up, and saw 
him, and said unto him, Zacchaeus, make haste, and 
come down; for today I must abide at thy house. 6. 
And he made haste and came down, and received him 
joyfully. 7. And when they saw it, they all murmured, 
saying, That he was gone to be guest with a man that 
is a sinner. 8. And Zacchaeus stood, and said unto the 
Lord; Behold, Lord, the half of my goods I give to the 
poor; and if I have taken anything from any man by 
false accusation. I restore him fourfold. 9. And Jesus 
said unto him, THIS DAY IS SALVATION COME TO 
THIS HOUSE, forsomuch as he also is a son of Abra- 
ham. 10. For the Son of man is come to seek and to 
save that which was lost.” 


Here is a man who was a publican, that is a crooked 
tax collector, properly despised by all the Jews. His char- 
acter was so well known that everybody present murmured 
because Jesus “was gone to be guest with a man that is a 
sinner.’”’ This man climbed up a sycamore tree to see Jesus, 
looked down on Him, loved Him and trusted Him, then slid 
down the tree joyfully to receive Jesus and take Him to 
His house. John 1:12 makes receiving Jesus the same as 


believing on Him, “But as many as received him, to them 


gave he power to become the sons of God, even to them 
that believe on his name.” So when Zacchaeus joyfully re- 
ceived Jesus, we have a Scriptural warrant for saying that 
Zacchaeus trusted Him, believed on Him. This reception 
of Jesus was from his heart and was done joyfully. Stand- 
ing there under the sycamore tree, Jesus said, “This day is 

vation come to this house!” “Is come” here clearly 
means “has arrived.” Salvation had already arrived in the 
case of Zacchaeus, before he was baptized. The Scripture 
never tells us if he was ever baptized. If we accept this 
Scripture at its face value with humble and eving 
hearts, we must believe that Zacchaeus was saved by sim-

ple faith, receiving Jesus without baptism or without any 
other good deeds. It is impossible to find a hint here that 
baptism was essential to the salvation of Zacchaeus. 


"MAN, THY SINS ARE FORGIVEN THEE" 


How many cases there are where baptism could not 
have been essential to salvation! Another such case is 
mentioned in the fifth chapter of Luke. Luke 5:17-20 tells 
the story, and it reveals the glories of a Saviour who loves 
and forgives sinners who trust Him. 

“And it came to pass on a certain day, as he was 
teaching, that there were Pharisees and doctors of the 
law sitting by, which were come out of every town of 
Galilee, and Judea, and Jerusalem: and the power of 
the Lord was present to heal them. 18. And, behold, 
men brought in a bed a man which was taken with a 
palsy: and they sought means to bring him in, and to 
lay him before him. 19. And when they could not find 
by what way they might bring him in because of the 
multitude, they went upon the housetop, and let him 
down through the tiling with his couch into the midst 
before Jesus. 20. And when he saw their faith, he said 
unto him, MAN, THY SINS ARE FORGIVEN THEE.” 


Evidently the four men who carried him, and the man 
they carried joined in the same simple faith. The four be- 
lieved Jesus would heal the man and probably understood 
that the healing would involve forgiveness for sins, since 
most of our sickness and trouble is because of our sins. But 
the poor palsied man who secured their aid to bring him to 
the Saviour must have had faith with them. Seeing the 
faith of the five, Jesus said, “Man, thy sins ARE forgiven 
thee.’”’ The man’s sins were then already forgiven. He then 


had become a child of God, while he still lay on his pallet | 


and before he arose to take it up and go home. There is 
instant salvation, salvation by faith, salvation without bap- 
tism or any other ceremony! 

Now to fully appreciate this wonderful case of salva- 
tion, read the rest of the story in verses 21 to 26. 

“And the scribes and the Pharisees began to rea- 
son, saying, Who is that which speaketh blasphemies? 
Who can forgive sins, but God alone? 22. But when 
Jesus perceived their thoughts, he answering said unto 
them, What reason ye in your hearts? 23. Whether is 
easier, to say, Thy sins be forgiven thee; or to oy Rise 
up and walk? 24. But that ye may know that the Son 
of man hath power upon earth to + ec te sins, (he said 
unto-the sick of the palsy), say unto thee, Arise, and 
take up thy couch, and go into thine house. 25. And 
immediately he rose up before them, and took up that 
whereon he lay, and departed to his own house, glorify- 
ing God. 26. And they were.all amazed, and they glori- 
fied God, and were filled with fear, saying, we have 
seen strange things today.” 


The Pharisees were not surprised that one should be 
saved without ceremony, without baptism, without good 
deeds. They must have known how Abraham believed God 
and it was counted to him for righteousness. They surely 
knew how David described the blessed man whose sins are 
covered and to whom the Lord would not impute iniquity 
(Psalms 32:2; Rom. 4:8). Their surprise seems not to be 
that the sinner was forgiven, but that Jesus Himself 
claimed the power and authority to forgive sins on earth! 
To prove His point and that He had the right to forgive 
sins, He healed the man’s affliction. The new convert, now 
completely well, took up his bed and carried it home to the 
amazement and joy of the multitude! 

This man had his sins forgiven without baptism. 


THE DYING THIEF; "TODAY SHALT THOU BE WITH 
ME IN PARADISE" 


If one saw Jesus dying on the cross, surely he would 
be saved, we think. We sometimes sing the song: 


“T saw one hanging on a tree, 
In agony and blood; . 

He fixed His languid eyes on me, 
As near the cross I stood. 


“Sure, never, till my latest breath, 
' Can I forget that look: 
It seemed to charge me with His death, 
Tho’ not a word He spoke. 


“My conscience felt and owned the guilt, 
And plunged me in despair; 

I saw my sins His blood had spilt 
And helped to nail Him there. 


“Alas! I knew not what I did — 
But now my tears are vain: 
Where shall my trembling soul be hid? 
For I the Lord have slain. 


“A second look He gave, which said, 
‘I freely all forgive: 

This blood is for thy ransom paid, 
I die that thou may’st live.’ ” 


And the chorus says: 
“Oh, can it be upon a tree 


a 
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The Saviour died for me? 
My soul is thrilled, My heart is filled, 
To think He died for me!” 


But the Bible only mentions one man who was saved 
at the crucifixion of Jesus. How strange the awful wick- 
edness of the human heart that could see Jesus die, hear 
His groans, see the blood trickling down, hear His gracious 
words and yet hate Him and turn away with stony hearts. 
The thieves who hung on either side of Jesus cursed and 
reviled Him, but at last one of them was convicted and won. 
The story of the conversion of the dying thief has blessed 
the hearts of multitudes and encouraged many a poor un- 
done sinner to seek such a Saviour! The story is told in 
divinely inspired words in Luke 23:39-43. How short, yet 


how strangely moving and how powerful is that account. 


“And one of the malefactors which were hanged 
railed on him, saying, If thou be Christ, save thyself 
and us. 40. But the other answering rebuked him, say- 
ing, Dost not thou. fear God, seeing thou art in the 
same condemnation? 41. And we indeed justly; for we 
receive the due reward of our deeds: but this man hath 
done nothing amiss. 42. And he said unto Jesus, Lord, 
remember me when thou comest into thy kingdom. 43. 
And Jesus said unto him, Verily I say unto thee, To- 
day shalt thou~be with me in paradise.” 


Jesus did not promise that’in some far off time when 
His kingdom on earth is established, that He would remem- 
ber the thief. Instead He said, “Today shalt thou be with 
me in paradise!” Wherever Jesus went that day the thief 
went with Him, and we remember that Jesus said when He 
died, “Father, into thy hands I commend my spirit.”

I have preached to audiences 
when they were indifferent or an- 
tagonistic. | am accustomed,to 
having in my services people who 
come for curiosity or to criticise.

Before I dismissed I 
asked if there were those who 
would then and there claim Christ 
aS Saviour, repenting of sin, and 
trusting Jesus with all their hearts, 
One man arose with a baby in his 
arms, said he then and there turned 
to Christ. The pastor took his 
name, which he was giad to give. 

A forty year old man was saved 
after the benediction. A thirteen 
year old boy the next morning and 
a sixteen year old boy the next 
night were happily converted out- 
side the services. 

I believe we ought to expect 
hundreds of souls to be saved in 
this meeting. What we need is the 
power of God. We have a great 
gospel. We have many sinners 
coming. If we can be so filled and

Every soul who will be in the body of Christ will be 
saved the same way as the dying thief was. Baptism will 
not save! Good works will not save! Morality, church mem- 
bership, rites and ceremonies cannot make a child of Hell 
into a child of God nor a dying thief into a saint of para- 
dise. But the blood of Christ, applied by simple faith did 
just that, and has done it millions of times since. Reader, 
et us give all the glory to the grace of God and not to 
works of righteousness. It takes more than water to save 
a soul, it takes the blood of Christ, applied by faith. 


THE PUBLICAN, A SINNER, “WENT DOWN TO HIS 
HOUSE JUSTIFIED” 


We have given four cases from the gospel of Luke 
where sinners were saved without baptism and where the 
Saviour expressly said so. Now from the same gospel, we 
want to give a case which Jesus Himself selected as an ex- 
ample to make clear the plan of salvation. It is the story of 
the Pharisee and publican who went up into the temple to 
pray. As they stood in the temple before God, both prayed. 
The publican himself asked for forgiveness, saying, “God 
be merciful to me a sinner.” Standing there he was saved, 
forgiven, and went down to his home justified, a child of 

! Read the story in Luke 18:9-14. 

“And he spake this parable unto certain which 
trusted in themselves that they were righteous, and de- 
spised others: 10. Two men went up into the temple to 
pray; the one a Pharisee, and the other a publican. 
11. The Pharisee stood and prayed thus with himself, 
God, I thank thee, that I am not as other men are, ex- 
tortioners, unjust, adulterers, or even as this lican. 
12. I fast twice in the week, I give tithes of all that I 
possess. 13. And the publican, standing afar off, would 
not lift up so much as his eyes unto heaven, but smote 
upon his breast, saying, God be merciful to me a sinner. 
14. I tell you, THIS MAN WENT DOWN TO HIS 
HOUSE JUSTIFIED rather than the other: for every 
one that exalteth himself shall be abashed; and he that 
humbleth himself shall be exalted.” 

Here is another case saved without baptism. He preges 
for mercy and got it and went home justified. Jesus - 
self said so! Baptism was not essential to his salvation. He 
went through no ceremonies to get it. He had not lived a 
weed life. He simply turned to Christ for mercy and was 
saved. 

This publican was saved by faith, because Hebrews 
11:6 says, “Without faith it is impossible to please him.” 
Again Romans 10:14 says that “How then shall they call | 
on him in whom they have not believed?” So then, when 
the publican called on God, he did it by faith, and he was 
saved. Many other doctrines are taught clearly in this in- 
cident, but we have space only to mention that sinners can 
pray for forgiveness and get it, if they trust Christ for it. 

Remember that the conversion of the publican is men- 
tioned by the Saviour as a model case. He evidently meant 
for all men to know that they may be justified exactly as 
the thief was. He Himself points the moral, saying, that it 
applies to literally “EVERYONE!” He said, “For every 
one that exalteth himself shal! be abashed; and he that

Mark pictures Jesus more briefly as the Servant, and John 
is particularly written to prove that He is the Son of God 
(John 20:31). But in Luke, Jesus is emphasized as the Son 
of men. This gospel shows Jesus more as the tender-heart- 
ed Saviour for all the world, revealing Him as a lover of 
Gentiles as well as Jews, of publicans as well as Pharisees, 
of fallen women as well as the righteous. The book of Mat- 
thew shows Jesus as the King of the Jews, the Son of Abra- 
ham, the Son of David (Matt. 1:1), has all of the so-called 
“kingdom of heaven” parables. But the book of Luke, re- 
ferring to Jesus po and again as “the Son of man,” and 
ogy back as “the son of Adam, which 
was the son of God” (Luke 3:38), has the story of the

The book of Luke, then, is the 


universal gospel, fitting alike all people and all ages. In the 
book of Luke, God chose to give these many, many exam- 
ples of salvation without baptism. That is not an accident. 
God surely intended for us to see that in all ages people 
who are saved, are saved like these cases in this universal 
gospel of Luke which embraces the whole human race. They 
were saved without baptism and so are we. The whole Bible 
is a unit. The teachings of one book never conflict with 


plan of salvation is taught in 


all the Bible. If we had no other book of the Bible except 
the gospel of Luke, we would be compelled to conclude that 
people are saved simply by faith, without baptism or other 
ceremonies or works of righteousness. 


Happily, if we only had the book of Genesis or the book 
of Psalms or the book of John or the book of Acts, we 
would be brought to the same conclusion, for all these 
books offer the same plan of salvation, and all the 
bare witness that “whosoever believeth in him

baptism is not essential to salvation, but that sinners are 
saved BY FAITH IN CHRIST.
